H E late Queen having ſignified to 
the Parliament her Deſign of ſettling 
the Revenues of Firſt- Fruits and 
Tenths, for Augmenting the Main- 
tenance of the Poor Clergy, there 
was an Act paſſed accordingly in 

the Second and Third Years. of her 

Reign, entituled, An Act for the making more Effeftual

of the Poor Clergy z, by enabling Her Majeſty 10 grant in 
perpetuity the Revenues of Firſt-Fruits and Tentbs, &c. 
By Virtue of that Act, the Queen was impower d 
to veſt in Truſtees, by Her Letters Patents; Her 
whole Revenues of Firit-Fruits and Tenths, for the 
Purpoſes in the ſaid Act mentioned: Which Let- 
ters Patents bear Date the Third of November, in 
the Third Year of Her Reign. Vide the Alſtract 
of the ſaid Act, and the Letters Patents, Ne II. =. 
The firſt General Court holden by the . 
of the Bounty, &c. was at the Prince's Chamber, 
joining to the Houſe of Lords, on the 14th of De- 
cember, 1704; where, in a full Meeting, the faid 
Letters Patents were read, and the Officers appoint- 
ed by the ſame, to wit, the Secretary and Treaſurer 
{worn, and the Lord Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury was 
defir'd to wait on the Queen, and to beg of Her 
Majeſty the Uſe of the new Buildings joining to the 
Banqueting: Houſe for the meeting of the Governors, 
and for Offices. for the Secretary, Treaſtuer, and 
their Clerks; which Her Majeſty was praflouſly 
pleaſcd to Grant, and further to give Directions, 
that the Lord Chamberlain would furniſh thoſe 
Rooms out of the Royal Wardrobe for that pur- 
oſe. 
l The next General Court was accordingly held at 
the faid Buildings, on the 11th of January, 1504. 
And on the 22d of the faid Month, the Draught of 
a Scal was agreed upon, and it was order'd- te be 
made of Silver. The Legend of the Seal, was Gu- 
bern. Munif. Anne Regine Pauper Cler. 
There was likewiſe a ſtanding Committee appoint- 
ed for preparing Rules and Orders, CWG. 
As alſo a Meſſage ſent to the Barons of the Ex- 
chequer, deſiring them to direct the proper Officers 
to lay before the Board, an Account of Firſt-Fruits 
and Tenths, and of all Arrears and Incumbrances, 
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At the next meeting, viz. 22d of February fol- 
lowing, the Governors directed an Inquiry into the 
yearly Maintenance of all Miniſters throughout Eng- 
land and Wales, whoſe Benefices exceeded not 80 J. 
per Annum (purſuant to the Directions of the Char- 
ter) and deſired the Lords the Biſhops to make Re- 
turns of the ſame againſt the zoth of November fol- 
lowing.

Note, The Biſhops Returns about the ſame, were 

all entered into a Book, and preſented to the 
Queen, December, 1707 

In the Month of December, 1705. a Committee 
was appointed to conſider of the Arrears upon the 
Grants and Penſions payable out of the Firſt-Fruits 
and Tenths, and to receive Propoſals from the Gran- 
tees concerning the Payment of the ſame. 

N. B. By Virtue of this Appointment, the Lady

About the ſame Time likewiſe, viz. in the Months 
of January, February and March, 1706-7. the Go- 
vernors addreſs'd the Queen for leave to bring into 
Parliament a Bill, for diſcharging all Livings with 
Cure of Souls (the Tenths of which were veſted in 
the Corporation) not exceeding the true yearly Va- 
lue of 401. from the Payment of Firſt-Fruits and 
Tenths, and all Arrears thereof for Ever. This be- 
ing an immediate Advantage to thoſe poor Livings 
before any Augmentation could be made: To whic 
Her Majeſty was pleaſed to conſent. And ſuch a 
Bill being brought into the Houſe of Commons, 
was paſſed with an Amendment of po inſtead of 40 J. 
Vide the Act entituled, An Act for dcharging ſmall 
Livings from their Firſt-Fruits and Tenths. Quinto 
Anna. 2 
In May, 1707. the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury ac- 
quainted the Governors, that the Queen had been 
pleaſed te give a further Mark of her Fayour to the 
poor Clergy, by diſcharging a Penſion of 700 J. per 
Annum, payable to the Keeper of the Records of 
the Tower, out of the Firſt-Fruits and Tenths. | 

In the beginning of the Year 1708. there was 
another Bill brought into Parliament and paſs'd, en- 
tituled, An Act to inlarge the Time for returning the 
Certificates of all Eccleftaftical Livings, not exceeding 
the yearly Value of 50 l. As alſo for diſcharging all 
Livings of that Value, for the Payment of Firft- 
Fruits, Sc. 1 n 8 4 

By Virtue of this and the above-mentioned Act for 
diſcharging ſmall Livings, about 3900 poor Livings 
were diſcharged, and the Revenue of Tenths, which, 
when free from all Incumbrances, was computed at a 
Medium of 20 Tears, to amount to about 13,0001. per 
Annum, was reduced to about 10,000 J. per Annum. 

In Janwary; 1708. the Governors ordered the Of- 
ficers of the Firſt-Fruits to prepare a new Book of 
Firſt-Fruits and Tenths, in which the Livings that 
remained in Charge, were to be diſtingniſh'd from 
the diſcharged. 0 N. B. 
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N. B. The ſaid Book was prepared as ſoon as the 
Biſhops had made the Returns, and delivered 
to the Governors, which was afterwards pub- 
liſhed by Mr. Ecton, 1711. 

In Ju, 1709. the Arch-Biſhop acquainted the 
Board, That the Queen had fignified ro him Her 
Pleaſure to know what the Governors had done ever 
ſince their Eſtabliſhment, with reſpect to the poor 
Clergy, &c. Whereupon it was referr'd to the Com- 
mittee to prepare a State of the Affairs of the Cor- 
poration, in order to be laid before the Queen. Vide 
the Repreſentation, N* VII. 

In March, 1711. the Lord Arch-Biſhop of York 
was deſired to repreſent to the Queen, the Inconve- 
-niencies reſulting from the preſent Quorum of the 
Governors, to wit, a Biſhop, a Judge, and a Privy 
Counſellor, who mult be always part of every Court, 
and the want of a new Charter on other Accounts, 
Se. Which Matters the Queen referr'd to the At- 
torney General. 

About the end of the Year 1712. the Rules and 
Orders for the Diſtribution of the (Queen's Bounty, 
Sc. were ſettled and agreed to by the Corporation 
and being laid before the Queen for her Approba- 
tion, were afterwards confirmed by her Majeſty un- 
der her Great Seal. Vide the Rules, Ne VIII. 

In the Year 1713. the Secretary was ordered to 
prepare two Liſts of ſmall Livings, in order to their 
being augmented : The Firſt, Of ſuch as did not 
exceed 10 J. per Annum; to which, according to the 
Rules before-mentioned, two Thirds of the yearly 
Income at that Time was appropriated : And the 
Second, Of Livings not exceeding 35 J. per Annum, 
that being then the Value of Livings to be augment- 
ed in conjunction with private Benefactions. 

N. B. The ſaid Rules have been ſince altered by 
his Majeſly in December, 1718. Vide the 
Rules and Orders, Ne VIII. | 
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At the latter end of this Year, the new Charter, 
together with the Rules and Orders, was laid before 
the Board, and foo Copies of the Charter, and 
10,000 Copies of the Rules and Orders were direct- 
ed to be printed, in order to be diſpers'd among the 
Clergy and others, and alſo publiih'd in the Gazette. 

To this Time, by reaſon of the Incumbrances up- 
on the Revenue, and the Arrears of Penſions to be 
dilcharged, very little each Year remained clear to be 
diſpos'd of by the Governors; but now by degrees 
a competent Sum being provided, on the 2oth of 
March, the Governors reſolv'd upon the Firſt Di- 
{tribution of the Queen's Bounty to the poor Clergy, 
and ordered publick Notice to be given, that there 
was the Sum of 56001. to be diſtributed in twenty 
eight Shares, &c. at 200 J. each, according to the 
Rules of the Corporation; and the ſaid Rules were 
ordered to be again publiſhed in the London Ga- 
Zzette. 

The Governors did at the ſame Time direct, That 
a Liſt of all ſuch Livings in the Gift of the Crown, 
as did not exceed 10 J. per Annum, ſhould be pro- 
cured, to the end they might have the Preference of 
Augmentation, purſuant to the aforementioned Rules: 
Which Liſt was prepared and brought in accordingly. 

At the beginning of the Year 1714. the Right 
Honourable the Lord Chief Juſtice Parker (late Lord 
High Chancellor of Great Britain) laid before the 
Board the Draught of a new Bill, which afterwards 
paſſed into an Act, Primo Georgij, entituled, An AF 
for making more effetual Her late Majeſty's gracious 
Jutentions for augmenting the Maintenance of ths poor 
Clergy. An Abſtract whereof, ſee Ne IT. 

On the 13th of April, 1714. the ſaid Lord Chief 
Juſtice was pleaſed to draw up, at the Board, Forms 
of Propoſals to be uſed by ſuch as ſhould offer Mo- 
ney, Land, or Tythes, in order to augment poor 
Livings, jointly with the Governors of the Bounty,

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There were 10,000 Copies of thoſe Forms ordered 
zo be printed, to the end that they might be di- 
ſperſed throughout England and Wales. Vide 
the ſaid Forms, Ne IN. 

N. B. They were likewiſe publiſoed in the Ga- 

Tete. 

In the Month of October, the Governors agreed 
upon an Addreſs to his Majeſty, congratulating his 
happy Acceſſion to the Throne, praying his Prote- 
ction, 9c. which his Majeſty was pleaſed to receive 
very graciouſly on the oth of November following. 

1 the ſame Month, the Governors ſettled the 
Number and Names of Livings to be augmented that 
Year; Nineteen of which being Livings not exceed- 
ing 10 J. per Anunum, were choſen by Lot, and 
among them, the three firſt were in the Gift of the 
Crown, according to their Rules. (Jide the Rules.) 
And it was ordered, That all the Names of thoſe 
Livings ſhould be printed in the Gazette, and No- 
tice given to the reſpective Incumbents thereof, that 
they ſhould be allow'd 5 per Cent. Intereſt, payable 
Half-yearly, till the Principal could be inveſted in 
Lands, Sc. by a Purchaſe. 

The Governors having reſolved ro make the Aug 
mentation of Livings perpetual, by Purchaſes of 
Lands, or Tythes, or other Hereditaments, found it 
neceſſary to agree upon a Form of Queries, concern- 
ing the Nature, Value, and other Circumſtances of 
the Eſtate, propoſed to be purchaſed for ſuch Aug- 
mentations; in conlequence whereof, Mr. Barker, 
their Council, was ordered to prepare a Form, and 
to wait on the Lord Chief Juſtice, and Mr. Baron 
Price, for their Approbation. | 

N. B. The ſaid Form was afterwards trinted, and 
when any Eſtate is offered to be ſold to the Co- 
vernors, in order to augment a Living, the Bi- 
ſhop of the Dioceſs is uſually conſulted about a 
Liſt of Perſons in the Neighbourhood of the Be- 
nefice intended to be augmented, to whom 6 Lei-

then in the Chair for the Time being, and coun- 

terſegen'd by the Secretary, and a Copy of the 
Heries a ore-mentioned. annex'd to the ſame:

N. B. There were twenty poor Livings, not ex- 
ceeding 10 l. per Annnm, and ten more not ex- 
ceeding 35 l. per Annum, augmented in the 
Zear 1715. 

About the end of this Vear, the Governors were 
acquainted, that Mr. Osbolſton, a Merchant lately de- 
ceaſed, had bequeathed to this Corporation, and the 
Commiſſioners of Greenwich Hoſpital, to be divided 
equally between them, the Reſidum of his Eſtate 
upon a Diviſion whereof, the Share of this Corpo- 
ration amounted to the clcar Value of 10, ooo J. and 
upwards. 

About the ſame Time, an Order was made to ap- 
ply to the Regiſter of the Prerogative Office, for 
an Account of the Legacies that had been formerly 
bequeathed towards augmenting poor Livings, and 
that he would, from Time to Time, give the Go- 
vernors an Account of all ſuch future Legacies. 

In May, 1716. Notice was ordered to be given 
in the Gazette, that the Sum of 4000 /. would be 
diſtributed after Michaelmas tollowing, among twen- 
ty poor Cures. 

About the ſame Time, Mr. E#0n having been de- 
fired by the Governors to propoſe a better Method 
tor collecting the Tenths, Cc. he accordingly 55

tended them with a Scheme for the ſame purpoſe, 
which was printed afterwards, and became the Foun- 
dation of a Bill for the better collecting the Revenue 
of Tenths, Cc. Vide the Abſtract of the Acts, Ne IT. 

After the Summer Receſs for this Vear, (i. e.) the 
zd of November following, the Governors having con- 
ſidered of Mr. Ecton's Propoſals, and of thoſe made 
by ſeveral other Perſons, to the ſame effect, approv'd 
of the New Scheme for collecting the Tenths; and 
ordered the ſaid Mr. Eon, to prepare the Draught 
of a Bill, for the better collecting and managing the 
Revenue of the Tenths, and take the Opinion and 
Advice of Council thereupon. 

On the 23d, the Governors agreed on twenty 
poor Livings to be augmented this Year, purſuant to 
the Notice given thereof in May laſt. 

In January, 1716. it being repreſented by the 
Treaſurer to a Committee, there was a conſiderable 
Sum of the Governor's Money lying dead in his 
Hands, and that it was the Opinion of the Com- 
mittee, that the ſame ſhould be put out to Intereſt 
it was agreed, that all ſuch Money ſhould be imme- 
diately laid out in the Purchaſe of Orders in ſome of 
the Publick Funds; and that the ſaid Orders (with 
other Papers, Deeds and Writings belonging to the 
Corporation) ſhould be lock'd up in the Iron Cheſt 
with three Locks, and the three Keys thereof kept 
by the Lord Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, the Lord 
Biſhop of London, and the Treaſurer of the Corpo- 
ration. :

In the beginning of the Vear 1717. it being ob- 
ſerved, that GN of the . a poor 9 
from Time to Time augmented by this Corporation, 
with the Bounty of Queen Anne, were ſomewhat 
remiſs in looking out for Purchaſes of Lands and 
Tythes; and the Board being ſenſible of the great 
Inconveniencies likely to reſult from their delay, on 
account of the Rife of Land, and Fall of Money, 
order'd the Secretary to write to all thoſe who had 
not ſent up any Account of Land to be purchaſed 
for Augmentations, that unleſs they made ſpeedy In- 
quiries after ſuch Purchaſes, the Governors would 
find themſelves obliged to leſſen the Intereſt they 
allowed them, viz. of 5 per Cent. 

In the Month of July, in the ſame Year, the Go- 
vernors was pleaſed to recommend to his Majeſty, 
Mr. John Ecton, then Deputy Remembrancer of the 
Firſt-Fruits, c. for the Office of Collector Gene- 
ral of the Revenue of Tenths, he having ſuggeſted 
to the Governors a better Method for collecting the 
ſame; which was lately paſs'd into an Act of Parlia- 
ment. 

His Majeſty was pleaſed to beſtow that Office ſoon af- 

ter upon the ſaid Mr. Eton, purſuant to a Repreſen- 
zation which was deliver d to his Majeſty from the Go- 
vernors for that purpoſe. 

In December, 1717. the Governors agreed upon 

augmenting twenty ſeven poor Livings, with the 
Revenue of the current Year. 
In the ſame Month, Mr. John Young, Citizen of 
London, brought in a Legacy of fol. lately bequeath- 
ed to this Corporation by his Brother William, late 
an Inhabitant of St. James's Weſtminſter. 

In January following, the Governors agreed to 
addreſs his Majeſty, to beſtow the Office of Re- 
ceiver General of the Firſt-Fruits (then vacant) up- 
on Mr. Barker, their Treaſurer : Hhich his Majeſty 
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was graciouſly pleaſed to grant upon Application made 


by the Governors on his bebalf. 
About the latter end of this Year, 1717. it having 
been repreſented to the Board, that conſiderable Sums 
of Money were in great danger of being loſt, if the 
Officers to whom the Collection of the Tenths did 
formerly belong, were not called upon to Accompt 
with the Auditors of the Impreſt: There was an 
Order made to direct Proceſs to be iſſued out in a 
certain Time, againſt all ſuch Perſons concerned in 
the ſaid Collection, as had not paſſed their Accounts 
to the Year 1716, | 
N. B. This Order has been the occaſion of the 
Payment of ſeveral Sums of Money into the Re- 
ceipt of his Majeſty's Exchequer, which, with 
the diligent Execution of the new Act for Col- 
lecting the Tenths of the paſs Year, has enabled 
the Governors to augment twenty ſeven poor Li- 
vings with the Sum of 54001. out of their Re- 
Venues. 

Upon alteration of the Collection of the Tenths, 
by the Act above-mentioned, the Governors were 
pleaſed to order, that publick Notice ſhould be fre- 

uently given in the Gazette and other News-Papers, 
fx the Time and Place of the Payment of Tenths, 
to prevent the Clergy from ſuffering the Inconve- 
niencies that might happen, in caſe the ſame were 
not paid in due Time: Mbich publick Notice was 
given accordingly. 

In April, 1718. the Governors came to a Reſo- 
lution of allowing y J. per Cent. Intereſt for one Year 
more, from Michaelmas following, to ſuch of the 
Clergy as were entituled to the Bounty, for the Aug- 
mentation of whoſe Livings no Purchaſes had yer 
been found, the Governors having been informed, 
that diligent Inquiry had been made for proper Pur- 
chaſes, by the Incumbents of the augmented Livings, 
and being convinced of the great difficulty (in ſome 
Places) of finding Purchaſes ſuitable to the Sums to 

be 
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be laid out, and agreeable to other Circumſtances of 
the Places to be augmented. 5 | 

In the Month of July, this Year, the Governors 
were informed, that there was remaining in'the Ex- 
chequer, of their Revenue, the Sum of 12,000 J. 
whereupon they were pleaſed to order, that Notice 
ſhall be given in the Gazette, that they would di- 
ſtribute 10,000 J. this Year, out of their Revenue. 

In the Month of October, after the Summer Re- 
ceſs, the Governors being informed, that the Num- 
ber of ſmall Livings remaining ſtill to be augment- 
ed, in conjunction with other Benefactors (for many 
of which Livings, Propoſals had been received two 
or three Vears paſt) required more than the Sum 
they had allotted for Augmentations this Vear, it 
was by them ordered, that Notice ſnould be given, 
that the Governors would add 4000 J. more to the 
10,0001. above-mentioned, toward the Augmenta- 
tions to be made this Year. 

At the ſame Time, the Governors ordered the Se- 
cretary to apply to ſuch of the Lords the Biſhops as 
had made no Returns of the Valuation of ſmall Li- 
vings, and deſire their Lordſhips to tranſmit the ſame 
with all convenient ſpeed, to the end that ſuch Cu- 
racies might in due Time receive the Benefit of Aug- 
mentation. PE, | 

In November, this Year, it appearing to the Go- 
vernors, that ſeveral Propoſals for augmenting poor 
Livings, had been poſtponed from Year to Year, be- 
cauſe the ſaid Livings exceeded the clear yearly Va- 
lue of 35 J. reſpectively, which was beyond the Va- 
lue by their then Fourth Rule to be augmented; 
and being ſenſible that it would be of advantage to 
the Charity, to have the ſaid Fourth Rule inlarged 
to fol. per Annum; and likewiſe conſidering that 
their Ninth Rule (whereby they were obliged to ap- 
propriate two Thirds of their Revenue yearly to Li- 
vings not exceeding 10 l. per Annum) was inconve- 
nient, it being the occaſion of poſtponing many wr

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poſals that had been made for augmenting ſmall Li- 
vings exceeding that Value, and ſo became a Diſcou- 
ragement to Benefactors; which would be remedied, 

if the ſaid two Thirds were reduced to one Third. 
They therefore agreed to lay the ſame before his 
Majeſty, praying that he would be pleaſed to make 
Alterations in the ſaid Rules accordingly. To which 
Alterations his Majeſty moſt graciouſly condeſcended

It was likewiſe ordered in this Month, That when- 
ever any Propoſals were offered for Augmentations 
of ſmall Livings, an Inquiry ſhould be 'made into the 
Allowances uſually made to the Miniſter, of the Li- 
ving intended to be augmented, and by whom the 
ſaid Allowances were made, and for what Time, over 
and above the certain yearly Value of the ſaid Living.

It is Enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful 
for the Queen, by Her Letters Patents under the 
Great Seal of England, to Incorporate ſuch Perſons 
as Her Majeſty ſhall therein Nominate, to. be One 
Body Politick and Corporate, to have a Common 
Seal, and perpetual Succeſſion : And alſo at Her Ma- 
jeſty's Will and Pleaſure, by the fame, or any other 
Letters Patents, to Grant, Limit, or Settle, to or 
upon the faid Corporation, and their Succeſſors for 
ever, all the Revenue of Firſt-Fruits and Tenths of 
all Dignities, Cc. to be applied and diſpoſed: of, to 
and for the Augmentarion of the Maintenance of 
ſuch Parſons, Vicars, Ec. officiating in any Church 
or Chapel within the Kingdom of England, &c.

nified to us at a General Court holden in Mhite- 
hall, on the Firſt of Fuly, 1709. by his Grace 
the Lord Arch-Briſbop - of Canterbury; We the Go- 
ernors of your Majeſiy's Bounty to the Poor Clergy, 

humbly beg leave to repreſent to your Majeſty, that 
after having made an Inquiry into, and procured an 
exact Liſt of alt the Livings in England and Wakes, 
under 80 J. per Annum, from the Lords, the Bi- 
ſhops of the reſpective Dioceſes, purſuant to the 
Directions of your Majeſty's Royal Charter, grant- 
ed to us, ad laid the ſame before your Majeſty ; 
We have met in many General Courts, and Courts 
ot Committees, to conſider of, conſult, adviſe, agree 
upon, and draw up proper and neceſſary Rules, Me- 
thods, Directions, Orders and Conſtitutions, for the bet- 
ter Rule and Government of our Corporation, and for 
receiving, accounting for, managing all the Revenues 
granted by your Majeſty to us, and for the diſtributing, 
paying, and diſpoſing of the ſame, &c. and that having 
prepared and agreed upon ſome Rules hereunto an- 
nexed, relating to the Diſtribution of your Maſeſty's 
faid Bounty; We humbly beg leave to lay them 
before you, for your Majeſty's Royal — 
| 0 
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We have alſo conſidered of the State of the Re- 
venue of the Firſt-Fruits and Tenths, which your 
Majeſty has been moſt graciouſly pleas'd to veſt in 
us, for the Benefit of the Poor Clergy; the State 
of which Revenue, ſoon after opening our Commiſ- 
ſion, appear'd thus: | 

The Firſt-Fruits and Tenths computed at a Me- 
dium of Twenty Years, do amount one Year with 
another to about 17000 J. per Ann. But we found 
the ſaid Firſt- Fruits and Tenths charged with Grants 
and Penſions (ſeveral of them for Life) to the Va- 
lue of about 1 1000 J. per Ann. and with an Arrear 
of the ſame, amounting to above 21000 J. All 
which Arrear we have been diſcharging till very 
lately, and have alſo bought off the Lady Walde- 
grave Penſion of 1000 J. per Ann. granted unto her 
for a Term of Years, which, with the 500 J. per 
Ann. payable to the late Mr. Pezyt, (which your 
Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to diſcharge) reduces 
our yearly Payments to 9500 J. or thereabouts. 

As we found the Revenue incumbered with the 
aforeſaid Grants and Arrears thereof on the - one 
Hand, fo we likewiſe found on the other, that there 
was a very great Sum of Money due from the 
Clergy and their Predeceſſors, at the Time of your 
Majeſty's veſting the fame in this Corporation: We 
have therefore ſpent much Time in our Inquiry af- 
ter the ſame, and in diſtinguiſhing between the ſe- 
perate and deſperate Debts of the Clergy ; and it 
appeared to us, that almoſt all the Sums of Money 
due from the Predeceſſors of the preſent dignified 
Clergy, and Incumbents of Livings, were of the 
latter ſort. _ | 
' Wherefore being extreamly ſenſible how heavy 

the Burden of the ſaid Debts has lain upon the Poor 
| * Clergy, upon the account of which, many Perſons 
have refuſed to take Inſtitution of their Livings, leſt 
they ſhould be obnoxious to the great Debts — 
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tracted by ſeveral of their Predeceſſors, and thereby 
ruin Themſelves and Families. And we being no 
leſs ſenſible how great the Expectation of the Work 
has been, (ever ſince our Incorporation) and eſpe- 
cially of the Poor Clergy, to ſee and taſte ſome of 
the happy Fruits of your Majeſty's unparallelled 
Bounty to the Church. 

We thought we could not better conſult your 
Majeſty's Honour, nor anſwer the Ends of our Eſta- 
blanc and Truſt, than by finding out ſome Ex- 
pedient for the preſent Eaſe and Rehef of the poor- 
eſt of the Clergy; and perceiving that the Revenue, 
and the Debts and Incumbrances thereupon, bore ſo 
near a Proportion to each other, that little or no- 
thing could be ſpared from thence to be diſtributed 
among the Incumbents of the {ſmalleſt Livings the 
only Method remaining was by way of Augmenta- 
tion, to diſcharge all Livings of ſuch a Value, from 
the Payment of Firſt- Fruits and Tenths, and all Ar- 
rears thereof for ever; and accordingly we moſt 
humbly applied for, and obtained your Majeſty's gra- 
cious Permiſſion, to bring into Parliament a Bill, or 
Bills, for the diſcharging ſmall Livings from the 
Payment of Tenths and Firſt-Fruits, and this has 
been the Work of two or three Winters laſt paſt: 
And we find, that out of Ten Thouſand Benefices 
in England and Wales, about Four Thouſand are 
now diſcharged, by Virtue of the late Acts of Par- 
liament made for that purpoſe; and that in conſe- 
quence of the ſaid Diſcharge, the yearly Revenue 
of Tenths only, which before did amount to abour 
12, 700 J. is now ſunk to about ↄyoo J. and the Re- 
venue of Firſt-Fruits is alſo fallen proportionably to 
the Number of Livings returned ro be under the 
improved yearly Value of 50 J. which pay Firſt- 
Fruits. And to the end that we might render the 
remaining part of your Majeſty's Bounty as effectual 
as poſſible, for your moſt gracious Purpoſes ; We 
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have frequently ordered Proſecutions in your Maje- 
ſty's Court of Exchequer againſt all Perſons whatſo- 
ever, that are in Arrear for their Firſt-Fruits or 
Tenths, and ſeveral are now actually under Proſecu- 
tions: But it having been repreſented to us by the Of- 
ficers of your Majeſty's Exchequer, that they could 
not ſend out Proceſs againſt the Incumbents of any 
Livings, till they had diſtinguiſhed, by the Biſhop's 
Returns, which were chargeable, and which not; 
nor could the Biſhops execute ſuch Procels, till 
new Books of Tenths were made, and new Rolls 
of Livings chargeable with Tenths ſent down to 
rhem. We deſired the Barons of your Majeſty's 
Exchequer, to give the neceſſary Orders to the Of- 
ficers of the Firſt-Fruits, to prepare a new Book 
of Tenths, which has been the whole Buſineſs of 
the laſt Year; and till that was done, we have been 
obliged ro ſtop Proceſs againſt all Incumbents of 
Livings with Com of Souls; but we have actually 
_ proſecuted and recovered ſeveral Sums of Money 
from ſeveral Dignitaries of the Church, or their 

Executors. - | 
We have alſo from Time to Time received ſeve- 
ral Propoſals for the improving and rendering more 
effectual your Majeſty's great Charity to the Clergy, 
and the ſame are now under Conſideration : Bur 
upon this Occaſion, we humbly beg leave to repre- 
ſent to your Majefty, that the Obligation we lie 
under by our Conſtitution, of holding no Court 
without the Aſſiſtance of a Biſhop, a Privy Coun- 
cellor and a Judge, or Queen's Council, has ſo often 
put a ſtop to our doing any Buſineſs, either in Win- 
ter, when your Majeſty's Service in Parliament, 
Councils, or Courts of Juſtice, requires their Atten- 
dance; or in Summer, when the Lords the Biſhops 
are Viſiting their reſpective Dioceſes, and the Judges 
in their Circuits, and your Majeſty's Court and 
Council removed from Town: That we moſt = 
neſtly 
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neſtly beſeech your Majeſty to allow us to conſider 
of, and propoſe to your Majeſty ſome proper Me- 
thods to .obviate thoſe, and other Inconveniencies of
